Bush pledges new strategy 
for trials of Gitmo detainees 

WASHINGTON I The Supreme Court rebuked 
President Bush and his anti-terror poli- 
cies Thursday, ruling that his plan to try 
Guantanamo Bay detainees in military tri- 
bunals violates U.S. and 
international law. 

The president and con- 
gressional Republicans 
immediately pledged to 
work on a new strategy 
for special trials for some 
of the hundreds of suspect- 
ed al- Qaeda and Taliban 
operatives rounded up in Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and other countries. 

Bush said the ruling “won’t cause killers 
to be put out on the street.” 

The court declared 5-3 that the president’s 
attempt to resurrect a type of military trial last 
used in the aftermath of World War II violates 
U.S. military law and the Geneva conventions 
that set international standards for dealing 
with people captured in armed conflicts. 

The ruling united the four most liberal jus- 
tices with moderate Anthony M. Kennedy in 
an opinion that showed the high court would 
not watch the controversy over Bush policies 
from the sidelines. 

It was a sequel to a ruling two years ago 
that found the administration did not have 
a “blank check” to lock up alleged combat- 
ants without any legal rights, (ap)

Former Gov. Don Siegelman and 
former HealthSouth chief execu- 
tive Richard Scrushy were con- 
victed Thursday in federal court 
in a bribery scheme that derailed 
Siegelman’s campaign to retake 
his former office.

Agency recovers stolen 
computer, no word on 
credit monitoring plan 

WAS H I N GTO N I Social Security num- 
bers and other personal data on 26.5 
million veterans and military troops 
were not copied from a Veterans 
Affairs computer missing for eight 
weeks, the FBI said Thursday. 

The recovery of the laptop and 
external drive was a “positive note 
in this very sad saga,” VA Secretary 
Jim Nicholson said. 

“This has brought to the light 
of day some real deficiencies in 


the manner we handled personal 
data,” said Nicholson, who made 
the announcement at a House hear- 
ing investigating one of the nation’s 
worst information data breaches. 

Burglars stole the computer 
equipment from a data analyst’s 
Maryland home on May 3. Law 
enforcement officials recovered 
the laptop and hard drive after an 
informant on Wednesday notified 
the U.S. Park Police. The equipment 
was then turned in to officials, but 
no suspects were in custody. 

The FBI said a preliminary 
review of the equipment by its 
computer forensic teams “has deter- 


mined that the data base remains 
intact and has not been accessed 
since it was stolen.” 

Veterans groups cheered the 
news but said the government 
should provide them free cred- 
it monitoring to ensure they are 
fully protected. 

“The worst- case scenario may 
have been averted this time, but an 
even greater tragedy would be if this 
type incident was allowed to hap- 
pen again because of complacency,” 
said Joe Davis, a spokesman for the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

On Wednesday, President Bush 
asked Congress for $160.5 million to

Men plotted to bomb

AT L A N TA I One of seven men accused 
of plotting to blow up the Sears 
Tower has admitted swearing alle- 
giance to al- Qaeda and told inves- 
tigators he and the others planned 
to bomb five FBI buildings, a pros- 
ecutor said Thursday. 

Lyglenson Lemorin, a Haitian 
national, also admitted to attend- 
ing military training in Miami 
and other parts of Florida to carry 
out the mission. Assistant U.S. 


Attorney Richard Getchell said 
during Lemorin’s hearing before 
a U.S. magistrate. 

Getchell also said that the alleged 
ringleader, Narseal Batiste, had told 
an FBI informant that his contacts 
from a delivery job he once held were 
going to help his group use tunnels 
under Chicago to stage an attack. 

Lemorin is one of seven men sus- 
pected in the terror plot who were 
arrested last week on conspiracy 
charges at the group’s alleged hide- 
out in a Miami warehouse. He was 
ordered held without bond Thursday 
and transferred to Miami to stand

Delaware River Still Rising 


Thousands evacuated 
in parts of N. J., Pa. 
after record rains 

TRENTON, N J. | Muddy, coffee-col- 
ored floodwaters poured into homes, 
basements and stores on both sides 
of the Delaware River and rose as 
high as the street signs Thursday 
in some of the worst flooding to hit 
the Northeast in decades. At least 15 
deaths were blamed on the deluge. 

The city of Wilkes-Barre in 
Pennsylvania’s coal country was 
spared when the newly raised levees 
held back the raging Susquehanna 
River, and officials lifted an evacua- 
tion order covering 200,000 people. 
But other communities drenched by 
days of record-breaking rain were 
not as lucky. 

Along the swollen and still-rising 
Delaware River, thousands of people 
were driven from their homes and 
officials closed 10 bridges connect- 
ing New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
because of high water.

The supply of drinking water 
was dwindling in Trenton, a day 
after the Delaware River forced 
the city’s water purification plant to 
shut down, and Gov.

In Maryland, a new round of 


evacuations was ordered in Cecil 
County as the rising Susquehanna 
threatened about 300 homes. 

The 15 deaths occurred in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia 
and New York; thousands remain

Panel Backs HPV Shot for Young Girls 


ATLANTA | Taking up a sensitive 
issue among religious conserva- 
tives, an influential government 
advisory panel Thursday recom- 
mended that 11- and 12 -year- old 
girls be routinely vaccinated against 
the sexually transmitted virus that 
causes cervical cancer. 

The Advisory Committee on 
Immunization Practices also said 


the shots can be started for girls as 
young as 9, at doctors’ discretion. 

The committee’s recommenda- 
tions usually are accepted by federal 
health officials and influence insur- 
ance coverage for vaccinations. 

The recommendation involves 
Gardasil, made by Merck & Co., 
and is the first vaccine specifically 
designed to prevent cancer, (ap)

U.S. Military Claims Gains in 
Fight Against Terror Faction 

The U.S. military claimed an advan- 
tage in the fight against al- Qaeda in 
Iraq on Thursday, saying raids since 
the death of its leader have forced 
many of its foreign fighters out into 
the open to be captured or killed. 
Iraq’s bloodshed continued. At

Egypt’s Mubarak says 
Hamas ready to make 
deal on captive soldier 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israel 
on Thursday called off a planned 
ground invasion of northern Gaza, 
giving diplomacy another chance to 
free an Israel soldier held by gun- 
men allied with the Palestinian’s 
ruling Hamas group. 

However, Israeli aircraft and 
artillery pounded sites across 
Gaza throughout the day, hitting 
suspected weapons factories, an 
electrical transformer and mili- 
tant training camps, and large 
forces remained poised across 
from northern Gaza. 

After previous efforts by Egypt, 
Jordan, France and other nations to 
broker a resolution to the standoff 
failed, Israel said it had lost patience 
with the diplomatic track and sent 
thousands of soldiers into vacant 
areas of southern Gaza early 
Wednesday. 


But on Thursday, Israel decid- 
ed to delay a further offensive in 
northern Gaza at Egypt’s request, 
an Israeli official said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 


Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak told a newspaper that 
Hamas had agreed to conditions 
for releasing the soldier, but Israel 
was not on board. Israeli officials

said they had not heard the offer. 

The efforts by Egypt came after 
Israel increased the stakes in the 
search for the soldier by arresting 
more than one-third of the Hamas- 
led Palestinian Cabinet, including 
the deputy prime minister, in a 
series of early morning raids in 
the West Bank. 

“We are at the edge of a cliff here, 
and I would urge the Palestinian 
leadership to release Cpl. Shalit,” 
Israeli Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Mark Regev said, ravi nessman (ap) 


Iran Rebuffs Call 
For Response to 
Nuclear Package 

UNITEDNATIONSI Iran’s foreign min- 
ister on Thursday brushed aside 
demands from the major industri- 
alized nations to respond by July 5 
to an international offer for Tehran 
to roll back its uranium enrichment 
program, saying his nation would 
need until August. 

Foreign Minister Manouchehr 
Mottaki said Iran had questions 
about the proposal that will be 
raised in talks expected early next 


month with Javier Solana, the 
European Union’s foreign policy 
chief. The questions need to be 
answered so Tehran can respond 
in August, he said. 

Earlier Thursday, foreign minis- 
ters of the Group of Eight meeting in 
Moscow expressed disappointment 
at the absence of an official Iranian 
response to a package of incentives 
from key global powers to try to per- 
suade Iran to roll back its uranium 
enrichment program. 

The ministers said they expect- 
ed to hear “a clear and substantive 
Iranian response” at a meeting on 
July 5 between Solana and Iran’s 
chief negotiator Ali Larijani. (ap)

U.S., Russian Envoys

MOSCOW I He calls her “Condi.” She 
calls him “Sergey.” But as an inad- 
vertent audio feed from a closed- 
door lunch revealed, there is an edge 
to the familiarity between the top 
Russian and U.S. diplomats. 

The audio feed to news camer- 
as was not switched off during a 
working lunch among foreign min- 
isters Thursday. A portion of the 
conversation recorded by report- 
ers included sometimes -testy dis- 
cussions about the shaky security 
situation in Iraq. 

Russian Foreign Minister Sergey 
Lavrov challenges U.S. Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice about 
proposed language in a statement 
on behalf of the foreign ministers 
from the Group of Eight industrial 
democracies. 

“I don’t believe security is fine 
in Iraq and I don’t believe in par- 
ticular that security at foreign mis- 
sions is OK,” Lavrov said, referring

to the killing of five Russian diplo- 
mats in Iraq. 

“Sergey, there is a need for 
improvement of security in Iraq, 
period,” Rice replied in a steely 
tone. 

The two dominated a discus- 
sion of a proposed international 
compact on Iraq aid and political 
development, an idea supported by 
the U.S. Rice wanted the G-8 state- 
ment to endorse the compact, but 
Lavrov held her off. 

In the end, the G-8 statement 
refers to the proposed compact but 
does not endorse it. anne gearan (ap)

In Kuwait, a Historic Vote 


Women cast ballots for 
first time in landmark 
parliamentary election 

KUWAIT CITY I Some female voters 
came in buses and others stepped 
out of chauffeur- driven cars at poll- 
ing stations Thursday, as women 
in Kuwait voted in parliamentary 
elections for the first time. 

Women, who won the right to 
vote and run for office last year, 
comprise 57 percent of the elec- 
torate, and many were delighted 
to cast ballots for the first time. 

“It feels like a wedding day,” 
said Salwa al-Sanoussi, 45, who 
was one of the first to arrive at the 
segregated women’s polling station 
in Dahyia, one of Kuwait’s wealthi- 
est areas. Khalida al-Kheder, one 
of 27 women running for the 50

seats in parliament, was shocked 
by the behavior of conservative 
tribal women who arrived in large 
groups at the Sulaibikhat constit- 
uency and cheered loudly for male 
candidates. 


“They brought them in buses,” 
said al-Kheder, a physician. “This is 
not the image we wanted for democ- 
racy in Kuwait.” 

Many analysts predicted women 
would vote according to the wishes 
of their husbands and fathers, espe- 
cially in districts where tribal and 
Islamic fundamentalist influences 
are strong. 

But Kuwaiti lawyer Hind Ibn 
al- Sheik said conversations with 
women at the polling station in 
her constituency led her to believe 
they were making their own deci- 
sions. 

“Women are the X factor in the 
equation,” said candidate Abdullah 
al-Naibari, who predicted the 
female vote would prove decisive 
in determining whether reformists 
or conservatives win control of the

AAA Predicts Record Travel

Fed Bumps Up 
Key Interest Rate 


Funds rate rises to 
five-year high in bid 
to fend off inflation 

WASHINGTON! The Federal Reserve 
hoisted interest rates to the high- 
est point in more than five years 
Thursday, but raised hopes that a 
respite from two years of rate pain 
maybe in sight. 

Wrapping up a two-day meeting 
Thursday, Chairman Ben Bernanke 
and other Fed policymakers didn’t 
rule out another bump in rates. But 
they seemed hopeful that a slow- 
ing economy would lessen pressure 
on prices, leaving uncertainty on 
whether more increases would be 
needed to declare victory in the 


battle against inflation. 

Fed policymakers said “the 
extent and timing” of future rate 
increases would hinge on how 
inflation and economic activity 
unfold. 

The Fed unanimously decided 
Thursday to increase its federal 
funds rate by one-quarter per- 
centage point to 5.25 percent. It 
marked the 17th increase of that 
size since the Fed began to tighten 
credit in June 2004. 

The funds rate, the interest 
that banks charge each other on 
overnight loans, affects a variety 
of other interest rates charged to 
consumers and businesses, and is 
the Fed’s primary tool for influenc- 
ing economic activity, (ap)

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Roughing it takes on 
a new meaning while 
camping at the beach 

TRAVEL I The so-called two -person 
tent I’d borrowed from a backpack- 
ing friend was so small, I felt as if my 
daughter and I had been stuffed into 
a sausage casing for the night. 

When the rain came in the wee 
hours, I awoke to a wet pillow, water 
pattering my face. 

The thin slab of plastic filled 
with a quarter-inch of air was no 
heavenly bed, and I had to share 
the communal bathhouse with 
100 other campers. 

But I was within steps of the 
ocean. 

As a die-hard hotel person, I seek 
creature comforts. I have no urge to 
rough it in the woods. But as a die- 
hard ocean person, I was open to 
suffering the indignities of camping 
for the chance to commune with the 
ocean up close and personal. 

After my trip last month on 
Maryland’s Assateague Island State 
Park, I will even go so far as to say 
that the hardships of beach camping 
pale in comparison with the pluses: 


lying in view of 
the stars at night 
while listening to the waves roll in. 
Awaking at dawn with the smell 
of sea salt in the fresh air. Perking 
coffee over an open fire as the sun 
of a new day lights the sand with 
hues of pink and gold. Planting the 
first footprint on a beach washed 
smooth by the night tide. 

Oceanfront camping is some- 
thing of an endangered species, 
but federal, state and county gov- 
ernments up and down the Atlantic 
seaboard have held on to a handful 
of oceanfront preserves that they 
share with campers. More than 
two dozen campgrounds dot U.S.

Atlantic Coast beaches, including 
several within a few hours’ drive of 
metropolitan Washington. 

If, like me, you’re an inexpe- 
rienced camper, be aware that 
ocean camping is not much like 
backpacking, so don’t make the 
mistake I did and borrow supplies 
from a backpacker. Those people 
hike deep into the woods, carrying 
everything they’ll use. They have to 
bring tents the size of towels. 

In the United States, ocean- 


front property is too valuable to be 
remote, and in most cases you can 
drive your vehicle right next to the 
spot where you intend to pitch your 
tent or drag your trailer. So bring a 
big tent, and all the creature com- 
forts you can stuff around it. 

Some of the other campers near 
my campsite on Assateague, eight 
miles from Ocean City, even brought 
lawn ornaments. 

Kevin and Kendie Reich of 
Laurel brought along a slide and

swimming pool for their 19 -month- 
old daughter, plus bikes for them- 
selves and their three boys, and 
a bike trailer for the baby, and 
Rollerblades and a powerboat and 
baseball equipment and a big plas- 
tic tub for bathing the kids, and a 
hatchet and shovel, and alternate 
all-terrain vehicles for riding the 
beach, and lounge chairs and 
beach toys and a really big tent, 
even though the family was sleep- 
ing in the trailer pulled by one of 
the two vehicles they drove. 

We went camping with my friend 
Kathy and her daughter. When their 
stuff and our stuff was piled into 
my minivan it seemed like a lot. 
But once we spread it out on our 
assigned spot, it looks like noth- 
ing. 

Time to set up our own campsite, 
and to round up the girls, ages 12 
and 13, who disappeared over the 
dunes and rushed to the ocean the 
minute we arrived. 

Our two tiny tents look a bit for- 
lorn on our campsite, which con- 
sists of a big swath of sand, a pic- 
nic table, a fire ring and a slab of 
driveway big enough for my mini- 
van and a camper trailer, if we had 
a camper trailer. 

But we aren’t totally rough- 
ing it. A few miles from the park, 
we picked up raw shrimp for the 
grill and crab cakes for the camp 
stove. Now we wrap potatoes in 
foil to put in the campfire ring, 
and we manage to release veg- 
etables from a can by repeatedly 
puncturing it with a bottle opener.

Passing the Tour-ch 


Is Ivan Basso the heir 
apparent now that 
Armstrong is retired? 

CYCLING I Ivan Basso is finally out 
of Lance Armstrong’s shadow at the 
Tour de France. Now the winner of 
the Giro d’ltalia will try to do what 
Armstrong never did: win cycling’s 
top two events in the same year. 

Basso won last month’s Giro 
d’ltalia in his home country and is 
a favorite to win the Tour de France 
in July, which would give him the 
double last achieved by his late com- 
patriot, Marco Pantani, in 1998. 

That was Basso’s first year 
as a pro and the last year before 
Armstrong rattled off a record seven 
straight Tour wins. Overtime, Basso 
grew as a challenger, finishing 11th 


in 2002, 7th in 2003, third in 2004 
and runner-up last year. 

His Team CSC director Bjarne 
Riis calls Basso “the rider of the 
future” — and his first major title 
victory in the Italian race last month 
suggests that future maybe sooner 
than first thought. 

Basso will have a strong support- 
ing cast: mountain expert Carlos 
Sastre, Australian sprint specialist 
Stuart O’Grady, time-trial aficiona- 
do David Zabriskie, plus Jens Voigt, 
Frank Schleck, Giovanni Lombardi, 
Christian Vande Velde and U.S. vet- 
eran Bobby Julich. 

“My team has a lot of confi- 
dence in me,” Basso said. “I feel 
good, and I know that everybody 
is with me.” 

Jan Ullrich, the 1997 Tour win- 
ner and five-time runner-up, is ach-

ing for victory just as much as Basso. 
The T-Mobile leader got a confi- 
dence boost by winning the Tour 
de Suisse, thanks to an emphatic 
victory in the final time trial.

this year favors Ullrich. It features 
two long time trials — a traditional 
forte for the German veteran. 

“I expect Jan to be very strong 
in the Tour,” Basso said. “When he 
wins in Switzerland, it’s a win for 
me — because I expect the best Jan 
in the best Tour.” 

With only one major title under 
his belt, and his smiling demeanor, 
some cycling experts have mused 
that Basso may not have the mental 
strength to win. Armstrong often 
was able to psych out rivals with 
his intense focus. 

But Riis said that is not true. 

“He’s changed a lot in the 
last year,” Riis * 
said. “He’s a kill- y* 
er — in a good 
way, of course.”

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Luck Be Dirty Socks 



Like many in the big 
league, Nationals have 
their superstitions 

N AT 1 0 N A LS I Big leaguers were doing 
quirky things to conjure luck long 
before Mark Fidrich was talking 
to the baseball between pitches or 
“Major League” character Pedro 
Cerrano was practicing voodoo 
on the silver screen. 

The sport has always been just as 
much about lure and intrigue as on- 
field action. Bambinos. Billy Goats. 
Baseline leapers. Anything to get 
an edge. 

But opinions differ over wheth- 
er superstitions are as prevalent in 
modern baseball as they were in 
generations past. 

“I have my routine every day and 
I stick with it,” Orioles outfielder Jay 
Gibbons said. “Getting ready to hit 
in time, stuff like that.

Scoring, Not Action, Is Down This Cup 


WORLD CUP I Even with scoring 
down, there’s been no shortage of 
drama at the World Cup. 

That was the view of FIFA’s top 
technical analysts Thursday. 

With eight games remaining, 
this World Cup has produced 132 
goals in 56 matches, an average 
of 2.36 a game. Of the 17 previ- 
ous tournaments, only Italy 1990 
averaged fewer goals per game at 


2.21. Overall, the tournament aver- 
age is 2.93. 

“The game is not as open as it 
was. But I don’t necessarily think 
that it makes it any less dramatic,” 
said Andy Roxburgh, UEFA techni- 
cal director and a member of FIFA’s 
technical and development commit- 
tee. “You can get a game that’s won 
5-0 and it’s a terrible game because

The stylish satire 
‘Devil Wears Prada’ 
needs some tailoring 

F I L M I Like the hottest new fashion 
trend, “The Devil Wears Prada” is 
initially irresistible. Fun, flirty, spir- 
ited, sexy — you can’t take your eyes 
off it. And then, just as powerfully 
as it bursts onto the scene and com- 
mands your attention, it dies. 

The film had to be superior to 
its source material. Anything would 
have been. Lauren Weisberger’s 
best-selling novel of the same 
name, inspired by her own expe- 
riences working as an assistant 
for Vogue magazine Editor Anna 
Wintour, was full of juicy details 
about the fashion world, but so 
coarsely written it was agonizing 
to finish. 

For a long time, director David 
Frankel shows just the right, light 
touch for this kind of dishy material. 
But then the film staggers toward its 
protracted ending, which is need- 
lessly convoluted.

fresh out of college and yearning to 
do Serious Journalism. Instead, she 
takes a job as an assistant to Meryl 
Streep’s Miranda Priestly of Runway 
magazine, one of the most powerful 
figures in the fashion world. 

Andy’s work consists of the usual 
menial stuff: dropping off dry clean- 
ing, fetching lattes, arranging her 
boss’ travel. But Miranda also goes 
out of her way to torment her under- 
lings. Andy gets the hang of it in 
time, but her unreasonably long 
hours put a strain on her relation- 
ship with her understanding boy- 
friend (“Entourage” star Adrian 
Grenier). She’s not afraid to verbally 
spar with Miranda or her other co- 
workers — a welcome change from 
the book, which depicted Andy as 
whiny and unassertive — and the 
banter gives the film a delightful 
buoyancy. 

And of course, Andy also under- 
goes the obligatory makeover. With 
the help of Runway’s fashion guru, 
Nigel (Stanley Tucci) Andy learns to 
cast aside her cable -knit sweaters 
and tights, and instead opt for a chic 
array of Chanel, Dolce & Gabbana 
and Valentino. 

From there, though, “Prada” 
gets bogged down, complicat- 
ed and heavy — a tailored tweed 
suit when a light chiffon gown 
would have done just fine.

DVD I As far as most movie histo- 
rians are concerned, Hollywood 
didn’t “get” the 1960s until they 
were just about over. It’s been 
argued that such movies as Hal 
Ashby’s “Shampoo,” Robert 
Altman’s “Nashville” and Sidney 
Lumet’s “Dog Day Afternoon” — 
all released in 1975 — were better 
expressions of what the ’60s were 
like than anything that came out 
during that decade of space races, 
assassinations and street riots. 

Yet, Warner Home Video has 
just released a small cache of DVDs 
from the 1960s that reminds view- 
ers that the major studios were pay- 


ing attention — even trying to meet 
the upheaval halfway. 

One hears rumors, for instance, 
that Warner Bros, mogul Jack 
Warner imposed his heavy hand 
upon “A Fine Madness.” Maybe 
that’s why this 1966 farce by Irvin 
Kershner seems overproduced to 
within an inch of its life. 

Sean Connery plays Samson 
Shillitoe, a bohemian roughneck 
struggling to finish an epic poem. 
Joanne Woodward is the brassy 
second Mrs. Shillitoe, who wants 
a smooth-talking celebrity psy- 
chiatrist (Patrick O’Neal) to ease 
Samson’s violent mood swings. 
Society eventually compels this 
seething life force to undergo a 
hideous operation.

Harold Fine, a Jewish lawyer from 
Los Angeles, who walks out on mid- 
dle-class respectability to become 
one with the Flower Children. 
The movie retains a sitcom feel, 
but it still works as a time -cap- 
sule depiction of the straight and 
hip worlds staring at each other 
across a chasm. 

If “Alice B. Toklas” dallies with 
the moral and spiritual confu- 
sion aroused by exploding possi- 
bilities, “Petulia” (1968) wallows 
in it. Directed by Richard Lester 
(“A Hard Day’s Night”), this dark 
romance is seen as the paradigm of 
what was considered “mod” film- 
making. 

Like its heroine, played by Julie 
Christie, “Petulia” is gorgeous, con- 
flicted, avid and empty inside. You 
sense that Lester was merely goof- 
ing around with his environment 
— hippies, rock stars, facile sym- 
bols — without genuine convic- 
tion. But the movie remains fas- 
cinating to look at, thanks to the 
cinematography of Nicolas Roeg.

From 
a dispassionate Tom Hanks as symbolo- 
gist Robert Langdon to a script careful- 
ly written to mollify Christians already 
upset bythefilm’s premise of a Jesusand 
Mary Magdalene hook-up, thisfilm isa 
bland piece of high-gradecheese. Still, 
the readers who gulped down Brown’s 
thriller — in which a murder leadsto reve- 
lations about a conspiracy in the Catholic 
church — will enjoy seeing his talky scav- 
enger hunt reenacted, (ah) 

THE FAST AND THE FURIOUS: TOKYO 
DRIFT (PG-13, 104 minutes) This is the 
third in the crash-’em-and-trash-’em 
franchise. This time around, our disen- 
franchised hero is Sean Boswell (Lucas 
Black), a high-school student with ajones 
for illegal drag racing. After a spectacu- 
lar smashup, Sean’s mother ships him 
to Tokyo forastay with his military dad. 
The movie is indeed fast — lots of cars 
vrrroooming — it is indeed furious — lots 
of testosterone-induced fistfights — and 
theplotdoesdriftalong mindlessly amid 


the underworld decadence of a certain 
megalopolis. It’s a masterpiece of medi- 
ocrity, cynical marketing, flabby writing 
and over-the-top acting, ((tw)) 
GARFIELD: A TAIL OF TWO KITTIES (PG, 
88 minutes) Despitethe Dickensian title, 
this movie draws its inspiration (maybe 
too grand a word)from Mark Twain’s “The 
Prince and the Pauper,” about a high- 
born and a low-born of identical appear- 
ance who involuntarily switch places in 
the capital city of the British empire. But 
these transferees are fat orange tabbies. 
The movie is intermittently amusing, par- 
ticularly when the American human part 
ofthecast(Breckin Meyer and Jennifer 
Love Hewitt) are off-screen, (sh) 

THE GREAT NEW WONDERFUL (R, 88 
minutes) This movie squanders a fine 
opportunity: to examine the emotional 


effect of the events of Sept. 11, 2001, on 
New Yorkers one year later. And with a 
cast that includes Maggie Gyllenhaal, 
Tony Shalhoub, Olympia Dukakis and 
Edie Falco, thefilmmakers would seem 
to have everyone they need to ensure a 
powerful experience. But screenwriter 
Sam Gatlin and director Danny Leiner 
are too subtle. For these New Yorkers, 
9/11 — the proverbial elephant in the 
room — is a mouse that scuttled away 
months ago. (dt) 

THE HEART OF THE GAME (PG-13, 98 
minutes) This documentary about a 
first-time basketball coach who takes 
a girls’ high-school team from obscu- 
rity to the state finals combines non- 
stop action with an absorbing story to 
becomeaclassicon parwith “Hoosiers” 
and “Hoop Dreams.”Seattle’s Roosevelt 


High School coach. Bill Resler, a college 
professor, moonlights out of love for the 
game and belief in women’s sports. There 
are the David-and-Goliath victories, the 
squabbles, the sweat, the tears, the joy. 
And then there’s Darnellia Russell, who 
possessesthe intuitive physical genius 
of a great player; when her story takes a 
twist, the film acquires an unexpected 
depth and urgency, (ah) 

ICE AGE: THE MELTDOWN (PG, 89 min- 
utes) In this sequel, the happy creatures 
of the2002 hit realize thatthe snow’s get- 
ting softer, the days longer, the sun hot- 
ter. They begin a migration to find a kind 
ofarksubstitutethatwill letthem rideout 
theensuingflood.Theanimation isfirst- 
rate, but the story needs to catch up to 
the magic, (sh) 

AN INCONVENIENT TRUTH (PG, 100 
minutes) This documentary by Davis 
Guggenheim follows Al Gore on his 
world tour, in which he warns audienc- 
es that humankind faces dire climatic 
consequences if it doesn’t curb carbon 
dioxideemissions. We know what you’re 
thinking, but as this surprisingly absorb- 
ing film shows. Gore’s lectures are any- 
thing butdull. Although his onstage pre- 
sentation tells us nothing new, it has a 
renewed potency, in lightofgrowing sci- 
entific consensus about changing weath- 
er patterns. There will bethosespecula- 
tors who seethe stirrings of a presidential 
run. Butforviewersof any stripe, there’s 
something perhaps even more fascinat- 
ing: a quintessentially American story of 
reinvention, (dt) 

INSIDE MAN (R, 129 minutes) A deft, 
tense, pure thriller, this movie has great 
star turns and is brilliantly directed by 
Spike Lee. One morning, a Wall Street 
bank is taken over by heavily armed 
robbers. Cops quickly gather, head- 
ed by Detective Keith Frazier (Denzel 
Washington). But just when you think 
the movie’s going to settle down to “Dog 
Day Afternoon II,” it mutates weirdly (the 
first of several times) with the arrival of 
Jodie Foster, whose job isto makecertain 
no one discovers what’s in a certain safe 
deposit box. The movie is full of attrac- 
tive people, smart dialogue, surprises 
and final satisfaction, (sh) 

KEEPING UP WITH THE STEINS (PG- 
13, 90 minutes) This moviechronicles a 
manhood crisis in the life of Hollywood 
agent Adam Fiedler (Jeremy Piven), 
who decides that his son, Ben (Daryl 
Sahara), must have a bigger bar mitz- 
vah party than the son of a workplace 
competitor (who held the festivities on 
an ocean liner). In his state of competitive 
madness, it doesn’t matter to the other- 
wise affable Adam what Ben wants; his 
son’s party is all about him. The char-

THE KING (R, 105 MINUTES) Elvis (Gael 
Garcia Bernal) uses his last paycheckto 
buy a 1969 Mercury Cougar and points 
his sedan in the direction of Corpus 
Christ!, Texas, where he has urgent 
business with his biological father, 
David Sandow (William Hurt), a pastor 
who leads genial fire-and-brimstone ser- 
vices. Elvis is immediately captivated by 
Malerie (Pell James), David’s teenage 
daughter, and isseton a collision course 
with the whole family. Director and co- 
writer James Marsh displays such con- 
tempt for the characters and religious 
conviction in general, he reduces every- 
thing to banality, (dt) 

THE LAKE HOUSE (PG, 120 minutes) 
Keanu Reeves and Sandra Bullock fall 
in love by letters that pass not through 
the U.S. Postal Service, butthefabric of 
reality itself. The magical mailbox is in 
front of a house on the edge of a lake. The 
problem is that Reeves’s Alex Wyler is 
in ’04and Bullock’s Kate Forster is in ’06.

MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE III (PG-13, 126 
minutes) The problem with thefirsttwo 
“M:l” movies was thatthey should have 
been called “Mission: Highly Probable.’’ 
Too often the action came down to Tom 
Cruise’s character, Ethan Hunt, trouble- 
shooting a computer system or dan- 
gling from a guy wire. The wires are 
still there in this sequel, but Cruise is at 
his scowling/smiling best as he jumps, 
shoots and leaves.

NACHO LIBRE (PG, 90 minutes) Jack 
Black, hiding behind a large, bad Mexican 
accentand apermfrom hell, plays Ignacio, 
nicknamed Nacho, a monk in an orphan- 
age whose job consists of fixing beans 
for the kids.

Nowand 
then. Stupid? Very. Racist? Possibly.

Singular? Completely, (ah) 

THE OMEN (R, 110 minutes) The plot of 
this remake is simple. When the just-born 
son of an American diplomat dies, the 
father (Liev Schreiber) knows it will break 
his wife’s (Julia Stiles) heart. A priest 
points outthat an unwed mother hasjust 
died giving birth; could we not switch the 
newborns? The son, Damien, grows 
into a beautiful boy (Seamus Davey- 
Fitzpatrick) but one with an odd sense 
of aloofness. Deaths begin happening 
around him, each calculated to advance 
his position. The movie is handsome in 
the way it’s fast-moving: sleek, well- 
engineered. (SH) 

OVER THE HEDGE (PG, 87 minutes) The 
woodland creatures’ habitat is losing 
ground to development. They’ve got no 
choice but to slip through the big hedge 


that rings the human world and make for 
the trash cans. Welcome to an amus- 
ing war between cute critters and crass 
consumers. On the good side, we have 
a scheming raccoon named RJ (voiced 
by Bruce Willis) and his pals. And in the 
villains’ corner, we have Gladys (Allison 
Janney), a homemaker with the soul of 
Cruella De Vil who dispatches an exter- 
minatory take care of thefurry invaders. 
Jokes are packed into every pixel of this 
movie, butthere’s such a knowing swag- 
ger about its comedy, there seems to be 
no innocence in the mix at all. (dt) 

A PRAIRIE HOME COMPANION (PG-13, 
105 minutes) There’s no mention of Lake 
Wobegon in this Robert Altman film. 
Instead, Altman and Garrison Keillor 
concoct a sort of parallel universe in 
which a radio showfaces its final broad- 
cast. Thefilm is a loopy backstage drama, 
with Meryl Streep, Lily Tomlin and Lindsay 
Lohan playing new characters and Keillor 
officiating the proceedings. It seems a 
corporation has boughtthe station and 
intends to turn it into a parking lot. But 
until that moment, Keillor is determined 
to letthe show go on. There are snatches 
offunthroughoutthefilm, butas ittries 


to embrace the spirit of the radio series, 
it suffocates the qualities that make the 
original show so special, (dt) 

THE PROPOSITION (R, 104 minutes) 
Australian director John Hillcoat makes 
an audacious, unsettling American fea- 
turedebut with this revisionist western . 
Ray Winstone delivers an unforgettable 
performance as British Captain Stanley, 
who in the 1880s has comefrom England 


with his milky- pure wife (Emily Watson)to 
tamethe outback. When Stanley rounds 
up Charlie Burns (Guy Pearce) and his 
feeble-minded little brother, he imme- 
diately accuses them of a recent rape 
and murder, setting Charlie on a quest 
to spare Mikeythe noose. What ensues 
is a series of gory murders and perverse 
retributions; thefilm is an ugly remind- 
er that nation-building is an enterprise 


drenched in blood and brutality, (ah) 
THE ROAD TO GUANTANAMO (R, 95 min- 
utes) This isastraight-down-the-mid- 
dle account of three British citizens of 
Pakistani heritage who end up logging 
timeinthecompoundatCamp Delta. In 
this docudrama re-creation, Shafiq (Riz 
Ahmed), Ruhel (Farhad Harun)and Monir 
(Waqar Siddiqui) appear to be without 
serious harm in mind, as farfrom jihad as 
could be imagined. They head to Pakistan, 
however, with very bad timing, immedi- 
ately after Sept. 11,2001. Thefilm iscer- 
tainlyfair, clinging tightlyto the accounts 
of thethree actual young men to whom 
these events happened. The key ques- 
tion it raises: Is what happened to the 
Tipton Three an outrage? (st) 
RUSSIAN DOLLS (Unrated, 129 min- 
utes) Cedric Klapisch’s fluffily enjoy- 
able sequel to “L’Auberge Espagnole” 
follows Xavier (Remain Duris), now 30 
and back in Paris. Still a sweet, almost 
nerdy, presence, Xavier plays cher- 
chez la femme, but now his questions 
have evolved existentially into: Is there 
a Madame Right in his future or is he 
doomed to a continuing existence of

hisreasonsforfindingtheculprits. More 
subplots enter the movie and a couple of 
suspectsand leads, but in theend, we’re 
treated to an overtu re of possi bilities rath - 
er than a satisfying film, (dt) 

THANK YOU FOR SMOKING (R, 92 min- 
utes) As a lobbyist forthetobacco indus- 
try, Nick Naylor (Aaron Eckhart) realizes 
that disingenuousness is a moral sur- 
vival strategy. Watching Nick get away 
with murder isthefun of this adaptation 
of Christopher Buckley’s 1994 novel. But 
as a satire on Tobacco Inc.’s ability to 
market carbon monoxide as the elixir of 
life, this movie should be packing more 
nicotine, (dt) 

UNITED 93 (R, 111 minutes) Those who 
find meaning and catharsis by watching 
reenactments on the big screen will be 
well rewarded by Paul Greengrass’staut 
thrillerthat, minute byagonizing minute, 
follows the only plane notto reach its tar- 
get, the passengers having overtaken the 
aircraft in an act of collective heroism. 
Greengrass avoids politics altogether, 
focusing instead onthetick-tockof how 
reality slowly dawned on an improbably 
gorgeous late-summer morning, (ah) 
WATER (PG-13, 117 minutes) Set in 1930s

India, this is something rare in the world 
of movies: an artistic muckraker. The sub- 
ject is “widow wastage,” thetradition in 
which awidow is consigned to an ashram.

02 enlists the aid of Coco 
(Meagan Good),ahustlerwhomayhave 
had something to do with Junior’s kid- 
napping. It’s not a great movie but an 
interesting one, a combination of 
exploitative hood flick and meditation

WORDPLAY (PG, 94 minutes) This hugely 
likeable documentary celebrates nerd- 
ism, languages, sportsmanlikeconduct 
and smart people who lovethe New York 


Times crossword puzzle, including Bill 
Clinton, Jon Stewart, Bob Doleand Mike 
Mussina. Thefilm also profiles brilliant 
but less well-known puzzle-solvers 
who compete in the annual American 
Crossword Puzzle Tournament, puz-

ShortZ. (JANE HORWITZ) 

X-MEN: THE LAST STAND (PG-13, 104 
minutes) The third installment in the 
series features the same core group of 
physically gifted mutants.

Salt Lake City draws 
both the faithful and 
the simply curious 

Travel brochures can boast about 
breathtaking Zion, Bryce and 
Arches national parks. Tourism 
promoters can roar about Dinosaur 
National Monument and hawk the 
state’s high peaks. 

But Utah’s hottest tourism des- 
tination is Temple Square and the 
campus around it, which, as the 
headquarters of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
is the heart of the Mormon church. 
Covering three city blocks, the 
church’s grounds in downtown Salt 
Lake City draw 3 million to 5 mil- 
lion visitors a year, the church and 
the state Office of Tourism said. 

By comparison, Utah’s five 
national parks drew 5.3 mil- 
lion visitors in 2005, the tourism 
office said. 

And it’s not just Mormons who 
tour the square’s 15 attractions on 
the church’s pioneer history, art, 
faith and genealogy. 

“We’re curious about their reli- 
gion and their history,” said Darlene 
Davis of Walker, La., who was also 


here on business. “But it’s just curi- 
osity. We’re not interested in being 
converted or anything.” 

The Mormon faith is one of the 
world’s fastest-growing religions, 
with an estimated 12 million 
members worldwide. As its influ- 
ence grows, so, too, does inter- 
est in Joseph Smith, who said he 
was directed to found the church 
by spiritual visions beginning in 
1820, said Kim Farah, a church 
spokeswoman. 

Even a quick, 30 -minute tour 
of the grounds reveals a histo- 
ry of epic American drama and 
Western adventure: Smith’s death 
at the hands of an angry mob; early 
Mormons fleeing religious persecu- 
tion in the Midwest; controversy 
over a church doctrine (officially 
abandoned in 1890) that endorsed 
polygamy; and Mormon pioneers 
who trekked across the plains in 
1847 to find refuge and build a 
city near the shores of the Great 
Salt Lake. 

Like visitors to St. Peter’s 
Square in Rome, people touring 
Temple Square should expect to 
find a church- sanctioned version 
of history. Don’t come looking for 
a lengthy discussion of polygamy or 
a detailed explanation of the “Utah 
War” of 1857, when Mormon mili- 
tia and federal troops engaged in a 
tense standoff 
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You will, however, encounter 
some of the most polite, articu- 
late hosts imaginable. And if 
Utah is known for its trademark 
“Greatest snow on Earth,” the 


church’s grounds could qualify for 
“the cleanest show on Earth.” From 
the ornate gardens to the two visi- 
tor centers, three restaurants and 
even the restrooms, the campus is 


a testimony to a Mormon sense of 
meticulous cleanliness and order. 

Among the most popular attrac- 
tions is the Family History Library, 
which holds the largest genealogi- 
cal research collection of its kind, 
according to church literature. Here, 
millions of records are open to any- 
one to trace family roots. 

On walking tours, visitors will 
hear the missionaries mention 
frequently that Mormons believe 
“families are forever” — that grand- 
parents, parents and children are 
united in the afterlife. 

Mormons believe that people 
can be baptized into the faith after 
death, and genealogical records 
help them to identify those non- 
Mormons who are offered the sacra- 
ment. Church officials say the dead 
are free to choose whether to accept 
Mormon gospel. 

You will also be reminded that 
Mormons are Christians and study 
the Bible — and that church mem- 
bers believe the Book of Mormon 
offers additional teachings of Jesus 
Christ, revealed through Smith. One 
of the key stops on the general tour 
is the ll-foot-tall marble statue 
of Christ. 

“There is proselytizing, but it’s 
a combination of both proselytiz- 
ing and church history,” Farah said. 
At the end of the tours, visitors are 
invited to fill out a survey and give 
an address so that they can invite a 
missionary to visit them at home. 

Farah noted that visitors are also 
free to take self-guided tours of the 
grounds, jim graham (ap)

Do young voters in Mexico tend to 
vote for a particular party or can- 
didate? Do they have any clear ten- 
dencies at this point? 

Young voters in Mexico do not 
have a particular interest in a party; 
they usually vote for the person 
behind the party. The problem in 
Mexico is that young voters repre- 
sent more than 40 percent of total 
voters and in past elections only 30 
percent voted. 

If you had to speculate, would you say 
that the more young people go out and 
vote, the more it would help Lopez 
Obrador? I say that because of the 
tendency worldwide for the young to 
usually vote more to the left. 

Your comment is in the right 
direction, but here in Mexico, 
studies show that the young vote 
is distributed equally the same as 
the older vote. 

Is there anything being done to 
organize young Mexicans living in 
the U.S., who are also eligible to 
vote? 


Yes. The Institute Federal 
Electoral in Mexico made efforts to 
organize Mexican voters in the U.S. 
The results were disappointing; only 
43,000 Mexicans living in the U.S. 
will vote this election. 

Isn’t the slogan “Si no votas, cal- 
late” (If you don’t vote, shut up) a 
tad authoritarian? Isn’t a legitimate 
option to abstain from voting amidst 
all the mudslinging between candi- 
dates? 

It is an aggressive slogan for a 
young generation that has many 
distractions. This slogan has been 
the best part of the campaign 
because it is appealing to the youth. 
It’s how we speak — it’s aggressive, 
and at the same time it communi- 
cates the importance of voting.

For some condo hunters, a big closet is a bigger selling point than 
a big bedroom. But sometimes, even walk-in wonders can be short 
on space or low on good storage features. “The design of the basic 
closet hasn’t changed for 100 years,” said D.C. organizational guru 
Misha Keefe of Misha K (3509 Connecticut Ave. NW; mishak.com), 
who helps clients get control of their closets. 


“The typical bedroom closet is 4 feet wide and 
6 feet high, with one rod and a shelf that’s 
3 feet from the ceiling,” said Keefe. It’s 
a design that means you lose fashion- 
stashing room at the bottom and the 
top. But that doesn’t mean you have 
to convert your kitchen into a cloth- 
ing rack. There are plenty of simple, 
often easy- on-the -wallet solutions to 
maximize the space you have. 

Keefe advises adding a second rod either in 
the wall or hooked onto the existing one to double a 
closet’s hanging area. To squirrel away out-of-season 
clothes or items you don’t wear often, add an upper 
shelf. And if you’re thinking of buying furniture to 
expand your storage, “think armoire rather 
than dresser,” said Keefe. Then add rods and 
; shelves to suit your particular space case.

New York City wardrobe consultant Jenny Gering 
(go -lightly.com) loves hanging pocket organiz- 
ers. She uses ones with lace compartments

brooches — Gering suggests draping a 
hanger with a 2 -foot length of muslin 
and pinning wee things to it.

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Once-sleepy enclave 
buzzes with condos, 
clubs and shopping 

Is Clarendon the next Dupont 
Circle? A drive along either of its 
main drags, Wilson and Clarendon 
boulevards, certainly seems to sug- 
gest this once Mayberry-like ’burb 
has morphed into the epitome of 
urban cool. Hipsters stand in 
line for concerts at Iota night- 
club, singles drink and dish 
at sidewalk cafes, and new 
condo developments seem to 
go up at light speed. 

This busy, happening scene 
clearly appealed to Carrie Joiner, 
33, who recently bought a two- 
bedroom, two -bath unit in the 
Residences at Station Square near 


the Clarendon Metro stop. “I took 
a job in Rosslyn a year ago and sold 
my car,” she said. “My boyfriend and 
I love it here. We’re out just about 
every night, and there are people 
everywhere. It’s so vibrant, and yet 
so comfortable.” 

For Joiner and others like her, 
this “urban village” — so dubbed by 
Arlington County planners — isn’t 
just a place to live or work or party. 
Increasingly, residents go out to 
nightclubs around the corner 
from their condos and work- 
ers walk to their offices from 
their homes. “We have a mix 
of people young and old moving 
in,” said Roni Freeman, executive 
director of the Clarendon Alliance, 
a public-private partnership char- 
tered in 1986 to promote commerce 
and community. “Clarendon cer- 


tainly is vibrant and fast-growing,” 
said Franco Nuschese, president of 
Georgetown Entertainment Group 


LLC and the driving force behind 
the recently opened, Euro -flashy 
Sette Bello (3101 Wilson Blvd.) res- 


taurant. “There’s a group of young 
professionals moving into all the 
new high-rise condos and apart- 
ment buildings.” 

It’s a far different real- estate 
scene than a decade or so ago. 
Though the blocks around the 
Arlington County Courthouse 
had filled with condo development. 
Clarendon to the west remained a 
zone of small shops and 1920s- to 
1940s- era bungalows and brick 
homes. 

Today, a sky filled with construc- 
tion cranes indicates a sea change 
in this area roughly bounded by 
North Cleveland and Kirkwood 
streets, from 7th Street to Key 
Boulevard. Clarendon has condo- 
minium and office buildings pop- 
ping up on nearly every block. 

The Arlington County Depart- 
ment of Community Planning, 
Housing and Development predicts 
that the number of Arlingtonians 
with Clarendon addresses, just 
1,780 a decade ago, will leap to 
4,290 by 2010.

Virginia 


On a recent night at Iota Club & 
Cafe, alt- country stalwarts The 
Bottle Rockets had a jeans-clad 
crowd swaying to their strum 
and twang. The stage, canopied 
by strings of twinkling lights, was 
small, but the sound was big. lota’s 
insidery feel — and ability to draw 
acts from the legendary Mekons to 
up -and- comers Okkervil River — 
makes it among the brightest spots 
in D.C.’s concert world. And it isn’t 
even technically in the cap city: Iota 
is the biggest player in Clarendon’s 
increasingly happenin’ live music 
scene. 

With its snug back porch and 
dimly lit main room. Iota (2832 
Wilson Blvd.) recalls a divey bar 
in Seattle. Fans show up for under- 
ground-ish bands like Clem Snide, 
Robbie Fulks and The Tarbox 
Ramblers. Though crowds are 
known to rock out, the overall vibe 
is low-key and relaxed; don’t come to 
mosh or expecting a club -kid scene. 
In the adjacent cafe, customers can 


hear (though not see) bands and chow 
on dishes like a crispy catfish wrap 
or tomato risotto. 

Just a guitar-pick’s throw away 
from Iota on Wilson Boulevard, 
Galaxy Hut (2711 Wilson Blvd.) 
hosts live acts Saturday and Sunday 
nights in a space filled with ratty 
diner tables and chairs and retro 
video games (Ms. Pac-man!). 

While the Hut does draw some 
notable touring bands — the Strokes 
came through back in the day — it 
mainly brings in local and region- 
al acts like D.C.’s Middle Distance 
Runner and Charlottesville’s 
Fountainhead. “We keep our focus 
on good, original music,” said owner 
Larry Hoffman. “We’re open to dif- 
ferent acts, but mostly we have indie 
rock combos.” And, with a cover of 
just $5 a show, it’s easy to “take a 
chance on a band that maybe you’ve 
never heard of,” Hoffman said. 

Clarendon restaurants that 
feature live music include the cav- 
ernous, retro Whitlow’s on Wilson 
(2854 Wilson Blvd.), which hosts 
jazz, folk and pop acts Tuesday 
through Saturday. There’s a $5 cover 
from Thursday through Saturday. 
Expect a rowdy bar atmosphere on 
weekends. Molly Malones (3207 
Washington Blvd.) also puts up 
one- or two-piece Irish music acts 
on Saturday and Sunday evenings.

Continued from E26 
start in the high $300s and two- 
bedrooms can run as much as 
$950,000. Delivery is slated for 
next summer. 

Even closer to the Clarendon 
Metro stop, the mixed-use Phoenix 
at Washington Boulevard and N. 
Hudson Street will incorporate two 
historic buildings (the 1937 post 
office and the Dan Kain Trophy 
building) into a new, 11-story com- 
plex. The project will include offices, 
shops and 194 condo units expected 
for 2007 delivery. Amenities include 
a rooftop pool, media- screening 
room and fitness center — plus, 
the stainless appliances, granite 
countertops and ceramic tile which 
have become standard features in 
most new construction. One -bed- 
room units (under 700 square feet) 
start in the mid $400s and 1,000- 
plus-square-foot two-bedrooms sell 
in the high $600s. 

Other upcoming condo projects 
include The Views at Clarendon 
(Wilson Blvd. and N. Highland 
Streets) — an affordable housing 
development that will retain the 
107-foot steeple of the First Baptist 
Church of Clarendon. Largely in 
response to the shrinking inven- 
tory of housing available to work- 
ing-class families, the county board 
approved the site plan proposal for 


the 116 -unit project, which includes 
70 units priced at 60 percent of the 
area median income for the next 60 
years. The project’s future, howev- 
er, now depends on the outcome of 
a lawsuit filed by neighbors in an 
adjoining single-family-house com- 
munity who object to some parts of 
the condominium development. 

Clarendon’s older projects also 
fuel the booming real- estate market. 
The two-year-old Hartford (1200 N. 
Hartford St.), where Arash bought 
a two -bedroom condo in 2004 is 
among appealing complexes. “I walk 
outside anytime and get a meal or 
coffee — or I just run across the 
street if I have a computer prob- 
lem,” he said. A recent listing in 
the two -year- old building offered 
a 650 -square-foot one-bedroom 
unit for $420,000. 

Whether a condo is yet to deliv- 
er or it’s already been around for a 
couple of years, Anne Hamilton, an 
agent with Clarendon’s own Buck 
& Associates, said, “It’s a hot buy- 
ers’ market in Clarendon.” Coldwell 
Banker’s Bagnato agreed: “Now is 
the time to buy. Builders are more 
receptive to proposals than they 
were a year ago.” And with square 
footage at a premium in new build- 
ings, “extra-large older units also 
make solid investments,” Hamilton 
said. “People should buy now while 
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Ispirato, an art, home decorand stationery boutique, is one of many locally owned 
businesses in Clarendon. Other indieshopssell shoes, antiques and even cigars. 


interest rates are still low, and settle 
in for four or five years.” 

Some of Clarendon’s first condos 
earned reputations for mass “flip- 
ping” by investors who inked con- 
tracts for pre-construction units, 
intending to sell them at a profit 
come completion. Hamilton says 
that some early buyers at Clarendon 
1021 (1021 N. Garfield St.) began 
selling off their units by the end 
of 2005. Pre-construction prices 
for 415 units with 8 -to -10 -foot 
ceilings, large soaking tubs and 
paved terraces began in the high 
$200s; today, a 74b -square -foot 
one-bedroom condo in the build- 
ing lists for around $420,000. Sales 

— pre-construction as well as resale 

— have been brisk for the property, 
which features amenities like a heat- 
ed rooftop pool, an Internet cafe, 
24 -hour concierge service and a 
two -block walk to the Metro. 

Wired condos seem a far cry 
from the small town-like Clarendon 
of a generation ago — think a place 
where you could buy a lawnmower 
at Sears or snag new school shoes for 
your kid at the corner store. 


But the new urban village still 
amounts to a walkable, shopable 
zone — just one with attractions 
more upscale than old-fashioned. 
Pottery Barn, Williams & Sonoma 
and The Container Store came to 
the area in 2001 to anchor The 
Market Common Clarendon 
(2800 Clarendon Blvd.), an open- 
air mall on Clarendon Blvd. Within 
a block, it’s possible to buy an iPod 
at the Apple Store, shop for a funky 
dress at Free People or South Moon 
Under, or thumb through bestsell- 
ers at Barnes & Noble. 

Condo dwellers can also pick 
up furnishings at indie retailers 
like mid- century focused Modern 
Classics (3205 Washington Blvd.) 
and eclectic antiques den Sjtorm 
& Theory (3019 Clarendon Blvd.) 
with its stock of quirky paintings, 
Victorian sofas and unusual pil- 
lows. Gala Futons and Furniture 
Inc. (2622 N. Pershing Drive) sells 
futons, interesting modern lamps 
and glass-topped desks. 

Though Clarendon lost its 
hardware store and countless

Guide to 
Clarendon 

The artistic muse of Clarendon is 
shaggy, with a tendency to slob- 
ber. So if you visit the Museum of 
Modern Arf (which claims to be the 
closest museum to a Metro stop in 
the entire D.C. region) you’ll see 
porcelain sculptures of dogs, rough 
sketches of pooches and canvases 
laden with thick paint render- 
ing the wide, expressive eyes of, 
yep, mutts (1116 N. Hudson St.; 
modernarf.com). John Aaron, who’s 
worked in the canine genre for 26 
years, created the place. 

It’s fitting that this shrine of 
doggie devotion sits smack in the 
middle of Clarendon. The Arlington 
neighborhood is quickly becoming a 
dog haven with friendly stores and 
restaurant patios along Wilson 
Boulevard that’ll happily stick out 
a bowl of water for Fido. 

“If you can pick up your dog. 


you can take him anywhere,” said 
Adriana Guevara, whose wee white 
Coton De Tulear was scampering 
around the dog park on 13th Street. 
She’s seen up to 30 tails wagging in 
the fenced- off area at a time. The 
close-knit crew of owners organized 
a gift exchange last Christmas. 

No one’s been monitoring the 
influx of four-legged friends into the 
area more than Lucy McCausland, 
who owns the bowwow boutique, 
A.K.A. Spot (2509 N. Franklin 
Rd.). “Clarendon’s just swarming 
with dogs,” she gushed. 

The store recently moved to a 
bigger location to peddle even more 
wares like rhinestone collars, bone- 
shaped squeaky toys and human- 
grade dog food. In the larger digs, 
A.K.A. Spot is now able to offer dog- 
gie self-washing ($15- $20). Aback 
room has stainless-steel tanks, a 
doggie dryer and suds-up supplies. 
“It’s great for people in small condos 
who don’t want to get their bath- 
rooms all yucky,” she said. 

Of course, dogs are also invited 
to visit the Museum of Modern Arf, 
as long as they play nice with Aaron’s 
other pet.

ons and Havaianas flip-flops. Said 
Marfino, “People tell me it feels like 
shopping in SoHo.” 

That feel-good, know-your- 
neighborhood vibe is abundant 
Wednesday evenings, May through 
October, when suit-wearing com- 
muters pause to squeeze toma- 
toes, taste -test fresh -baked bread 
and pick up flowers at the popular 
Farmers Market (Clarendon Metro 
Park, Wilson and Clarendon bou- 
levards at N. Highland St.). 

As a matter of fact. Clarendon’s 
long been a destination for foodies 
— in the 1980s and 1990s for its 
string of inexpensive ethnic cafes, 
and today for its sleek, upscale 
establishments. 

Hip, are-we-in-Penn- Quarter? 
spots include upscale Harry’s Tap 
Room (Clarendon Boulevard and N. 
Fillmore Street) and the slick Italian 
restaurant Sette Bello (3101 Wilson 
Blvd.), the Virginia outpost of down- 
town’s Sette, which doles out crisp 
pizzas and seafood and boasts a 
see-and-be-seen bar scene. 

“Before we selected Clarendon, 
we surveyed some of the fastest 
growing areas in the metropolitan 
area,” said Sette Bello’s Nuschese. 
“We were very impressed with 
what we saw for the neighbor- 
hood’s future.” 


Worldly cuisine still makes a 
mark here at spots like Singh Thai 
(2311 Wilson Blvd.) and Indian 
newcomer Tandoori Nights (2800 
Clarendon Blvd.), where curvy, 
overstuffed banquettes and low 
lights set the scene for new-wave 
curries, spicy salads and swanky 
cocktails. 

Other newcomers include 
Mama Quan’s (2950 Clarendon 
Boulevard), a beachy tiki bar/ 
restaurant abutting the Market 
Common Clarendon, and Earl’s 
Sandwiches (2605 Wilson Blvd.), 
an upscale deli — think New York 
mod with retro touches. 

Earl’s co-owner Stephen Dugan 
loves serving “regulars” — many of 
them new residents strolling the 
streets on weekends — who come 
in for dishes like the Monty (roast 
beef served warm with house bar- 
becue sauce) and the Louie (roast 
turkey with pesto mayonnaise), plus 
burgers, salads and made-from- 
scratch soups. Dugan opened the 
sandwich shop in December 2005 
with partners Maurice Roche 
and John Snedden of Rocklands 
Barbecue and Grilling Co., where 
Dugan once worked. “One of the 
pleasures of Clarendon is the eclec- 
tic group of people here,” Dugan

A Condo

Model apartments 
help sell property 
and give design ideas 

From behind the heavy condo door, 
the thick carpet seems to be calling 
“kick off your shoes.” As you walk 
in to the apartment, you immedi- 
ately relax, surrounded by the richly 
painted walls, cool drapes and the 
witty, urban decor scheme. 

Ahhh! Nothing like the comforts 
of home.

into consideration things like the 
shape of rooms, window locations 
and the use of wall space to make 
things appear more spacious and to 
maximize the floor plan,” said Diana 
Van Stone, model-home designer 
for Beazer Homes Maryland. 
“Decorators, on the other hand, 
focus more on color and choosing 
palettes.” 

Floor plans play a huge role in 
how a designer first approaches 
rooms. Christopher Ralston — who, 
with partner Douglas Burton, has 
created more than 15 model apart- 
ments for developers — says hav- 
ing furniture sizes and room scale 
mapped out before beginning work 
is essential. 

The pair, who operate their 
design business from Apartment 
Zero, their hip, contemporary fur- 
nishings store in Penn Quarter, use 
faux abodes to further their mission: 
to put multi-functional, mod furni- 
ture in urban spaces. “Eight years 
ago, we noticed people were moving 
back to the city, which meant they 
were down-sizing,” said Ralston. 
“We want to show how homeown- 
ers can maximize space and make 
it comfortable and usable.” 

“As a purchaser, buyers will ben- 
efit from our expertise if they look 
at the scale of the furniture we use, 
placement of window treatments 
and things like that,” said Joanne 
Mclnnis of Carlyn and Company in 
Great Falls. “Look at the use of the 
stenciling and the scale and sim- 
plicity of the accessories. We tend 


to use less [because] it makes small 
spaces look larger.” 

Efficient use of space is just one 
tool for interior designers. Knowing 
their audience is another. They have 
to choose drapes, pick sofa colors 
and hang art with a consumer in 
mind, a potential condo buyer who 
varies with the location. “Styles 
are quite unique in each area,” 
Ralston said. “For example, in 
Bethesda we’ll design with neu- 
tral tones, with a feeling that’s not 
as dramatic and contemporary as

someone who lives in the heart of 
D.C. Arlington tends to be a little 
younger and more open to a mod- 
ern, contemporary design.” 

“Geographic location dictates 
a lot, but we also have to antici- 
pate the user,” added Van Stone. 
“It may be a first-time homebuy- 
er or an empty- nester. We have to 
design with them in mind so that 
the space feels right to them.”

Arlington. Ralston said that to suit 
an ever-growing population of hip, 
urban dwellers, the Apartment Zero 
team chose a sophisticated palette 
of rich red tones and earthy natural 
hues. Their choices included every- 
thing from using heavy wood blocks 
as coffee tables to hand-blown glass 
Italian light fixtures. 

On the opposite end of the 
spectrum, Carlyn and Company 
designed the Willard model with- 
in Worman’s Mill in Frederick, Md., 
with a more traditional customer in 
mind, perhaps a downsizing empty 
nester. Creamy vanilla walls and 
upholstery unified the condo, and 
designers added dashes of gold and 
raspberry and an array of collect- 
ibles. Finishing touches like crown 
molding and trim were updated 
with oversized, built-in mirrored 
details over the mantel. 

Designers say it’s very satisfying 
when buyers want to imitate ele- 
ments they’ve seen in a model condo. 
“We try to use items that are read- 
ily available from retailers so [that 
buyers] can look at the model and 


say, ‘Gee, I can do that myself,’ ” said 
Mclnnis. “We find pieces at stores 
like West Elm or Design Within 
Reach that are sophisticated and 
affordably priced.”

If you fall in love with a model 
condo, you can ask for the designer’s 
name.

“It’s imperative that the 
client have a good idea of the scope 
of work,” he said. “In addition, have 
a budget in mind.” All too often,

Stealing

Want to add designer style to 
your own place? If you need some 
guidance to get going, many inte- 
rior designers will offer a consulta- 
tion at a minimal charge, usually 
a couple hundred dollars for a few 
hours. Some even give you compli- 
mentary advice. 

The first thing designers empha- 
size: If you’re doing it yourself, keep 
it simple. “The biggest mistake that 
homeowners make when decorat- 


ing is not choosing a predetermined 
color palette,” said Diana Van Stone, 
model-home designer for Beazer 
Homes Maryland. “When we do 
models, we choose a palette that 
may have four or five colors that 
we use in all the rooms. This helps 
maintain the flow of the home.” 

Try using a color on the walls 
in one room, then using that same 
hue in a fabric for accent pillows 
and valances in the next. It helps 
tie the whole look together. 

You may even find that design- 
er ottoman you ogled at the condo 
open house for a good price if you 
do some leg work. Model furniture 
is often sold at discounted prices

the final bill for designer services 
because they didn’t limit how much 
they were willing to spend for good- 
looking digs. 

Of course, some customers save 
themselves all that work by buying 
the model condo they covet. “The 
perk is that they can move right in,” 
said Ralston. “All of our models are 
completely done, with everything 
from mattresses and accessories. 
They’re soup -to -nuts outfitted.” 
The developer sets the price for the 
furnished model, which is typically 
higher than other condos to cover 
the cost of the furnishings. 

And if someone’s already 
snapped it up your dream pad, 
find out who designed it. The team 


will likely consider coming into your 
condo and replicating the look. 
“With every model we do, there’s 
at least one or two people who ask 
to emulate it,” Ralston said. 

Ralston says the most reward- 
ing part of designing a model is 
when the condo development sells 
out; not because he gets to start 
again, but because he knows did 
his job right. 

“When the developer calls us and 
says, ‘You know that one floor plan 
you did? It’s completely sold out. 
We need you to do another one.’ It 
shows that we have listened to the 
developer, we’ve determined the tar- 
get audience, and we’ve catered to

Extreme 

Makeover 


Four once-gracious 
rowhouses are given 
new life as condos 

Four Dupont Circle rowhouses that 
have managed to avoid the wrecking 
ball through more than a century of 
redevelopment are getting a make- 
over, dodging demolition again. 

The buildings are being turned 
from commercial storefronts into 
luxury condos. But the makeover is 
meant to reverse the aging process: 
The properties on Jefferson Place 
NW, around the corner from the 
Palm restaurant, are being restored 
to the way they probably looked in 
the 1880s, when they were hand- 
some residences. Behind them will 
be a seven- story addition. 

In all, Jefferson Row will have 23 
luxury homes, including nine two- 
level units. Eight will be in the mod- 
ernized rowhouses. The condos are 
to range in price from $499,000 for 
one-bedroom units up to $2 million 
for three bedrooms. They’re sched- 
uled for delivery in March 2007. 

That sits well with local Advisory 
Neighborhood Commissioner Mike 
Silverstein, who represented Dupont 
Circle ANC 2B in several months of 
discussions with the developers. 

“This is a neighborhood where 
a lot of midnight teardowns were 


taking place in the 1970s, and where 
we lost a lot of these houses to 10- 
story glass-and- chrome boxes,” 
Silverstein said. “Now the residen- 
tial market is so hot that the mar- 
ket is doing what the preservation 
community wanted to do.” 

It’s not clear exactly how the 
buildings at 1828-1834 Jefferson 
Place NW looked originally because 
there are no photos of them from 
that time. But the new owners did 
find an 1886 photo of neighboring 
buildings. Those English Queen 
Anne- style rowhouses also sur- 
vived the decades with some orig- 
inal features intact. 

Local architect Eric Colbert 
is replicating many of the exteri- 
or details from the photo and the 
adjoining buildings, including the 
clay roof, bay windows and fancy 
scrollwork. 

The 1800 block of Jefferson Place 
has had commercial tenants since 
the end of the 19th century, accord- 
ing to the developers. But the street 
started as a fashionable area. The 
British Embassy at Connecticut 
Avenue and N Street was built in 
the 1870s, and an imposing home at 
Jefferson and 19th was built for U.S. 
senator and industrialist Chauncey 
Depew, who later became an adviser 
to President Theodore Roosevelt.
